In the same year Father Gerber was given 
his coveted Obedience to Japan where he has taught at St. Joseph College until the present, except for one 
year of language study in Tokyo and three years of sick leave. 

Father's original intentions were to be a Jesuit Priest and to serve in China; in the end, however, it was 
Our Lady Who set his course. In consequence, he claims himself to be the happiest person in the world as 
a Marianist Priest serving in the Church’s front line mission in Japan. 

S.J.C. for Father Gerber is a “Paradise” of Japan principally because of the staunch loyalty and generous 
support of its faculties, students, parents, alumni, and friends. 

Lastly, in his estimation, “Japan is a wonderful Country and its people still more wonderful.”
